SPRING CENSUS! Second Highest 
Total In Our History! 


The St. Louis Audubon Society’s 
count of May 6, of 202 species in a 50 
mile radius was below that of 1950 
when 214 kinds were seen, but breaks 
all previous records. The outstanding 
find on the census was a Glossy Ibis. 
Other “good birds” listed were White 
Pelican, Wilson’s Phalarope, Brewster’s 
Warbler, Yellow Palm Warbler, Blue 
Grosbeak, Harris’s Sparrow, Bachman’s 


Sparrow, and Western Meadowlark. . 


INDIVIDUAL LISTS were _ good, 
with more high scorers for the day 
than usual: Bill Bremser, Bill Foster, 
Nick Short, Jack Van Benthuysen, Jim 
Ziervogel, Bill Braun, Jim Scott, Eu- 
gene Wilhelm, Dick Anderson, Alberta 
Bolinger, Larry Burns, Earl Comfort, 
Rex Conyers, Bill Groth, Marshall 
Magner, Lester Newman, Evangeline 
Tolentino, Mark Tuttle, and Charles 
Witcher. All of these observers had 
lists of 124 or over. 


The best rareties in 1951 are: red-. 
shafted flicker, St. Charles County, by 
Van Benthuysen, January 6; white 
gyrfalcon in St. Louis County, by Bill 
Bremser, February 18; yellow palm 
warbler at Kenrick Seminary in Web- 
ster Groves, by Eugene Wilhelm on 
April 25, and again at Weldon Spring, 
by Van Benthuysen and Jim Comfort, 
May 6; Glossy Ibis near Horseshoe 
Lake, East St. Louis, by a large census 
group, May 6; Western kingbird near 
Webster Groves on May 17; grosbeak 
during the Winter and early Spring at 
Marais Temp Clair; Brewster’s warb- 
ler at Creve Coeur during census, May 
6. A glaucous gull seen by Earl Com- 
fort at Alion dam in December was 
the only recent record. Bonaparte’s 
gull, in breeding plumage at the same 
place in March was unusual. 


This has certainly been a good year 
for hawks—with such rareties as Har- 
lan’s, western red-tailed, white gyr- 
falcon, goshawk, pigeon hawk, duck 
hawk, and Krider’s.
